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Feature  of  this  Issue;  RICE,  Area,  Production  and  Trade. 

CHOP  PROSPECTS. 
RICE . 


Estimates  of  rice  production  amounting  to  43,959,552,000 
pounds  of  cleaned  rice  have  "been  received  from  13  countries .  These 
estimates  compare  with  a  total  of  +5 ,  263 ,  3C5 , 000  pov.nas  of  cleaned 
rice  produced  in  the  same  countries  last  year.    These  same  countries 
produced  about  35  Per  cent  of  the  reported  production  in  192c..  As- 
suming that  the  cops  not  reported  to  date  will  bear  the  same  rela- 
tion to  last  year's  crop  a  2  per  cent  decrease  is  indicated. 

The  trend  of  world  rice  production  outsiae  of  China  has  been 
distinctly  upward  since  1300.      'The  production  in  China  is  not  known 
with  any  degree  of  certainty  but  it  is  probable  that  it  is  at  least 
60,000,000,000  pounds  or  nearly  one  half  of  the  quantity  produced 
e lsewhere . 

FALL  SOWINGS  FOR  I92U . 

In  Bulgaria  the  acreage  sown  to  winter  cereals  is  reported 
to  be  only  %5  per  cent  of  normal  due  to  bad  weather  in  December 
which  stopped  further  sowing.    Acreage  figures  are  not  yet  avail- 
able.   The  condition  of  the  crop  is  normal. 

MANCHURIA!!  CROP  CONDITIONS . 

The  harvest  in  Manchuria  was  better  than  previous  reports 
indicated  and  there  appears  to  be  some  surplus  of  cereals  accord- 
ing to  Consul  Hanson  reporting  on  December  IS.    The  total  crop  of 
'wheat,  beans,  and  other  cereals  is  estimated  at  about  9,270,000 
short  tons  compared  with  from  9,^63,000  to  9,5^,000  short,  tons  in 
1922.     The  requirements  of  the  native  population  are  estimated  at 
about  7,002,000  tons,  leaving  a  surplus  for  the  market  of  about 
2.26S.0C0  tons.     Of  this  amount  216,000  tens  or  about  7,200,000 
bushels  is  wheat. 
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CROP  PROSPECTS. 


MANCHURIAN  CROP  CONDITIONS,  -CONT'D. 

Much  of  the  grain  is  of  poor  quality  due  to  a  rainy  harvest 
season.     In  some  localities  wheat  was  almost  completely  ruined.  The 
poor  quality  of  the  grain  and  the  Japanese  earthquake  have  prevented 
the  usual  amount  of  purchases  for  future  export  delivery.  Future 
contracts  for  delivery  in  the  Maritime.:  Provinces  during  November 
and  the  early  part  of  December  ran  up  the  price  of  wheat  to  a  point 
equal  to  the  cost  of  Canadian  grain  laid  down  at  Harbin.    The  proba- 
bility is,  however,  that  the  bulk  of  exports  from  America  to  Manchuria 
will  be  flour  instead  of  wheat. 


TRADE,  PRICE  AND  PRODUCTION  NOTES . 

The  United  States  exported  93,000,000  bushels  of  wheat,  in- 
cluding flour,  from  July  1,  1'923,  to  January  12,  1924,  as  compared 
with  151,000,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  a  year  ago,  or  a 
decrease  of  33  per  cent. 

Canadian  exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  for  the  six  months, 
July  to  December,   1923,  amounted  to  206,000,000  bushels.     This  was 
13,000,000  bushels  more  than  last  season  and  115,000,000  bushels  more 
than  was  exported  from  the  United  States  during  the  same  period. 

On  January  4,   1924,   the  Canadian  wheat  in  store  amounted  to 
143,000,000  bushels,  46,000,000  bushels  more  than  in  1923,  or  an 
increase  of  43  per  cent  and  61,000,000  bushels  more  than  in  1922_  an 
increase  of  74  per  cent. 

Exports  of  wheat  from  Argentina  for  the  six  months,  July  to 
December,  1323,  were  42,000,000,  which  was  6,000,000  oushels  less 
than  a  year  ago.    Exports  from  Australia  amounted  to  23,000,000 
bushels,  or  nearly  twice  the  amoxmt  exported  in  1922,  and  exports 
from  British  India  were  11,000,000  bushels,  or  more  than  twice  the 
exports  of  the  previous  year, 

Broomhall  gives  the  exports  of  wheat  from  Russia,  the  Danube 
Basin  and  the  Balkans  to  January  2,  1924  as  27,600,000  bushels,  while 
during  the  previous  season,   the  exports  were  about  3,000,000  bushels, 
of  the  27,600,000  bushels  exported  this  year  over  20,000,000  bushels 
was  from  Russia  alone.

mTEMPLOYMENT  DISCOURAGING  TO  IMMIGRANTS  IN  BRAZIL.. 

.  "A  warning  from  Brazil- that  this  is  the  wrong  time  for  "happy-go- 
lucky"  emigration  to  that  country,  oy  those  especially  seeking  escape  from 
unemployment  in  Great  Britain  was  published  in  the  Manchester  Guardian  of 
November  8,   1923 . 

Attention  is  called  to.  the  fact  that  Brazil  is  suffering  along  with 
Great  Britain  from  the  effects  of  the  trade' difficulties  of  Continental 
Europe.    Re trenchment  in  industry  and  trade  has  thrown  out  of  employment 
men  of  special  fitness  and  experience  with  whom  newcomers  would  find  compe- 
tition to  be  keen  even  in  more  prosperous  times.     'The  prospects  for  the  un- 
skilled labourer  in  Brazil  are  not  encouraging  to  the  British  worker.  'The 
life  and  conditions,  particularly  of  farming,  are  so  different  as  to  a.fford 
little  chance  for  foreign  industrial  workers  to  "go  in  for  farming"  with 
succe  ss . 

It  is  urged,  therefore,  that  before  embarking  on  his  journey  the 
prospective  emigrant  consider  what  grounds  he  has  for  presuming  that  Brazil 
can  furnish  him  with  a  living,  bearing  in  mind  that  he  must  possess  such 
qualifications  as  will  enable  him  to  secure  the  preference  over  the  local 
applicants,   the  supply  of  whom  at  present  is  more  than  sufficient.
